The interpénétration of society and 
y"* of the State by the modern universities 
has only just begun. Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
■'i^.tyy. Butler declared last night at a din- 
ner in honor of his twentieth year as 
President of Columbia University. Out- 
lining the rapid growth of the institu- 
tion during those two decades, he said 
that it had come to lie recognized "as a 
smgulajly well organized and effective 
agency of the intellectual and spiritual 
life ojf, man, and as one of the great ci- 
ladeli.'of liberty at a time when the 
world is .being increasingly given over 
to the rule of compulsion and of 
force." 

During the past generation, Dr. But- 
ler said, Columbia University had led 
tîié way, not 'only in educational ad- 
vances but also in its conception of the 
. university as an institution of constant

W. Bridge has been appointed Associ- 
ate professor cf Pschology at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto.

While our own Students Council has 
not. seen fit to issue a similar' ruling 
#iat shall apply to nil .faculties, the so

.Arts', and Commerce have taken steps 
to mark conspicuously the juvenile per- 
sons- of their juniors. 
. The following is the report as issued 
at Varsity: 1 
Gentlemen : 

•Your 1 committè appointed to deal 
with the>mattcr of the institution of a 
rules to -apply "to freshmen 'of 
faculties -and colleges of the Tjni 
rersity .beg to report that in their -deli- 
berations they felt constrained to keep 
two things in view, viz.r 

(1) That any rules imposed by the 
Students' Administrative Council be 
quite independent of the initiation of 
freshmen by the rcspccti'vc faculties 
and colleges and, jjyjcpendcnt of any 

\ rules imposed by" Hie 'ftulicnt govern- 
ment of the rcslîéct&^irfâtfdltics: "and 
colleges.
